MARS  HILL  LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

While  .Mars  Hill  «-as  yet  a  new  institution,  there  were  formed  on 
the  campus,  organizations  known  as  Literary  Societies.  These  societies 
have  remamed  smce  that  time  distinct  organizations  which  are  almost 
sacred  to  those  who  are  pri\-ilcged  to  call  themselves  members.  This  in- 
comparable privilege  is  given  to  all  students,  whether  academy  or  college, 
and   IS   taken   advantage  of   by  almost   every  one. 

It  is  through  the  societies  that  many  friendships  are  formed  which 
remain  constant  during  the  whole  of  a  lifetime.  Without  such  organiza- 
tions, the  characters  of  many  students  would  never  be  fully  revealed  thus 
permitting   them   to   know   and   be   known. 

In  the  programs  which  are  presented  weeklv.  student  talent  is  dis- 
covered and  developed.  The  work  of  the  girls'  societies— the  Nonpareil 
and  Clio— centers  around  music  and  the  other  finer  arts,  combined  with 
reading,  debating,  and  original  literary  work.  That  of  the  boyi^— the 
Euthahan  and  Philomathian— emphasizes  oratory,  declaiming,  and  de- 
bating.    Every  student  is  given  an  individual  training  in  every  phase. 

The  most  exciting  time  of  the  school  year  to  a  societv  member  is 
that  time  when  his  society  representatives  meet  in  public  those  of  the 
opposite  society.  This  event  occurs  twice  each  year.  At  Anniversary 
time  It  IS  the  ambition  of  each  society  to  excel  the  others  on  the  campus. 
Again  at  Commencement  this  same  spirit  of  competition  is  evinced  in 
the  oratorical,  debating,  declamation,  reading,  and  essay  contests.  This 
friendly  rivalry  tends  to  add  zest  and  enthusiasm,  rather  than  animositv, 
to  society  endeavors. 

Mars  Hill  societies  exert  a  great  influence  on  their  members.  Each 
person  remains  on  his  guard  at  all  times,  to  do  nothing  which  would  in 
any  way  break  down  the  ideals  of  character  maintained  by  his  society.  As 
a  result,  from  our  college  and  from  our  societies  have  gone  many  students 
who,  because  of  the  inspiration  and  training  received  in  these 'organiza- 
tions, have  made  an  eminent  success  in  life.  Many  outstanding  orators, 
statesmen,  lawyers,  preachers,  and  people  of  great  literarv  value  date  the 
beginning  of  their  success  to  the  ambition  and  inspiration  received  from 
one  of  the  four  literary  societies  of  Mars  Hill  College.

SPORTS  AT  MARS  HILL 


Athlet.cs  at  Mars  Hill  College  are  under  the  supervision  of  O.  E.  Roberts  coach  of 
varsity  sports  and  director  of  intramural  activities.  Mars  Hill  now  offers  five  varsitv 
sports  for  men;  football,  basketball,  baseball,  tennis,  and  track^track  becoming  a  varsitv 
sport  only  m  the  past  ye>lr.  To  those  making:  a  letter  in  a  varsity  sport,  athletic  cerlin- 
cates  are  given.  The  -M"  Club,  composed  of  the  varsity  letter-men.  is  maintained  for  the 
betterment  of  the  athletics,  holding  regular  weekly  meetings,  and  giving  a  banquet  in  the 
Spring:, 

In  intramural  athletics  Mars  Hill  holds  a  position  that  is  unique  among  the  junior  col- 
leges of  the  South.  During  the  course  of  the  year,  some  seven  intramural  sports  are 
offered  to  the  men:  basketball,  tennis,  track,  baseball,  golf,  indoor  hockev,  and  gvmn.  For 
the  young  women  the  following  sports  are  available;  gym,  basketball,  tennis  plavgrouna 
ball,  volley  ball,  hiking,  archery,  and  indoor  hockey.  In  order  to  receive  credits  in  schol- 
astic work,  each  student  must  earn  a  minimum  of  six  points  in  either  varsitv  or  intramural 
sports.  To  those  earning  ten  points,  athletic  certifieates  will  be  awarded.  Each  varsitv 
sport  IS  valued  at  four  points,  while  each  intramural  sport  is  good  for  two  points,  except 
gj'm,  which  counts  six  points  if  taken  throughout  the  year. 

Mars  Hill  has  good  facilities  for  athletics,  but  more  improvements  are  being  Ridded 
each  year.  Basketball  and  all  indoor  sports  are  held  in  the  McConnell  Gymnasium  which 
has  practically  a  full  retinue  of  gymnasium  equipment.  On  the  vareitv  athletic  field  the 
football,  baseball,  and  track  contests  are  held.  Another  athletic  field  for  intramural  sports 
IS  maintained,  affording  the  same  accommodations  as  the  varsitv  field.  At  present  Mars 
Hill  has  seven  tennis  courts.  Near  the  boys'  dormitories  lies  a  nine-hole  golf  course  in  the 
process  of  construction,  and  already  affording  followers  of  this  sport  a  limited  layout  for 
play. 

In  the  next  year  or  so  Mars  Hill  hopes  to  make  marked  advancement  in  its  athletic 
facilities.  A  proposition  for  a  swimming  pool,  to  be  constructed  in  the  basement  of  the 
McConnell  Gymnasium,  has  materialized  to  the  extent  that  half  the  amount  needed  for  its 
completion  has  already  been  raised  by  the  students.  It  is  expected  that  the  pool  will  be 
ready  for  use  by  the  fall  term  of  1932.  In  addition  to  the  completion  of  the  nine-hole  golf 
course  during  the  summer,  several  more  tennis  courts  are  also  in  the  stages  of  construc- 
tion. Some  new  Eports  are  expected  to  be  added  to  the  fast  increasing  athletic  schedule 
for  next  year.  Chief  among  them  is  boxing,  in  which  there  has  been  manifested  much  in- 
terest of  late,  several  students  being  quite  adept  at  this  popular  pastime.  V.'hen  the  golf 
course  is  completed,  a  varsity  golf  team  will  be  organized.  Added  to  these  will  be  several 
minor  sports,  giving  Mars  Hill  as  complete  an  athletic  program  as  any  to  be  found  among 
the  junior  colleges  of  the  country.
